Prior art either alone or in combination doesn't show or teach adjusting the interval of 
time of claims 1,19, 23, 29, and 33 comprises: 

Increasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of interaction with the 
application is greater than a defined value; and 

Decreasing the length of the interval of time when the frequency of interaction with the 
application is less than the defined value. 

Prior art either alone or in combination doesn't show or teach adjusting the interval of 
time of claim 8 comprises: 

associating each application with a separate priority value; 

employing each separate priority value to determine when to stop running each 
application on the small computing device during a period of inactivity;

increasing the priority value associated wit the particular application when a high 
frequency of interaction occurs; and 
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decreasing the priority value associated with the particular application when a low 
frequency of interaction occurs.
